To either of the constables of the town of Whately in the 
County of Franklin, 


GREETING. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, 
the seventh day of February, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article I To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Article II To choose all necessary Town Officers, for the 
ensuing year: Town Clerk; one Selectman for three years; 
Auditor; Town Treasurer; one Assessor for three years; one 
School Committee for three years; one Library Trustee for 
three years; one Cemetery Commissioner for three years; Tree 
Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith; Tax Col- 
lector, and Constables. 


Article III To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article IV. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensu- 
ing year. 
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Article V_ To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI To see if the Town will make an appropria- 
tion for the Public Library. 


Article VII To see if the Town will appropriate money 
for the care of the Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Article VIII To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1927; and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year; any debt 
or debts incurred under this vote to be paid from the revenue 
of said financial year. 


Article IX To see if the Town will appropriate $175. 
to be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture in 
accordance with the provisions of, and for the purposes of, 
Chapter 128, sec. 45 of the General Laws, or for the support 
of demonstration work under the direction of the agent or 
instructors of the Trustees on land owned by the Town or 
any resident thereof. 


Article X To see if the Town will choose a director in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, sec. 41 of the 
General Laws, to serve for one year. 


Article XI To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money sufficient for Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth work. 


Article XII To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for Street Lights. 


Article XIII To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of Highways, under the 
provisions of Sections 26-29, Chapter 81, of the General Laws. 


Article XIV To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $3,000. for the construction of an Improved road, to

continue northerly, on the so-called River Road, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 34, Chapter 90, or take any 
action thereto. 


Article XV To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for the removal of snow from the Highways. 


-Article XVI To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum of money for a reserve fund, for extraordinary or un- 
forseen expenses, as provided by Section 6, Chapter 40, of the 
General Laws. 


Article XVII To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
a half acre of land, adjoining the easterly boundary of the 
Center Brick School grounds, to be used as additional play- 
eround; or take any action relative thereto. 


Article XVIII To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $100. for the purpose of purchasing an adding machine 
for use of Town Officers.

EXTRACTS FROM STATE AUDITOR’S REPORT 


Mr. Theodore N. Waddell, 
Director of Accounts, 
Department of Corporations and Taxation, 
State House, Boston. 


Sir :—As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
accounts of the town of Whately for the period from Janu- 
ary 1, 1925 to November 8, 1926, and submit the following 
report thereon :— 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were checked 
with the records of the departments collecting money for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury, and the payments were checked with 
the orders authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 

The cash book was footed throughout for the period 
covered by the audit, the cash on hand was verified by an 
actual count, and the bank account was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the bank. 

The surety bonds of the town treasurer, the town clerk 
and the tax collector were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 

Specific appropriations should be made by the town for 
all necessary expenses, and a fixed sum should be appropri- 
ated for contingent expenses, but in making appropriations 
from surplus revenue it is essential that actually free cash 
available be previously determined. 

To avoid the necessity of calling special town meetings 
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to provide for any unforseen expenditures, it is reeommend- 
ed that a small sum be appropriated for a reserve fund, as is 
provided in Section 6, Chapter 40, General Laws. 

The warrants for the commitments of taxes for the years 
1925 and 1926 were verified. The collections were checked 
with the treasurer’s cash book, the outstanding accounts 
were listed, and the abatements were cheeked with the asses- 
sors’ records of abatements granted. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by send- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received I am satisfied that the accounts are correct. 

The receipts of the town clerk for the period covered 
by the audit were examined and checked. The records of 
dog lienses were checked with the record of licenses issued, 
and the payments to the county were verified. The records 
of hunting and fishing licenses were checked with the re- 
eords of receipts, and the payments to the State were veri- 
fied. The cash on hand was verified by an actual count. 

The bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ments of the cemetery trust funds and the Davenport school 
and poor fund were personally examined and checked. The 
income was proved and the payments were verified. The 
interest on the mortgage representing the investment of the 
Dickinson Cemetery General Care Fund has not been paid 
promptly, there being interest due on it from 1923. The 
payment of*interest when due must be collected. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the accounts of all other departments receiving or disburs- 
ing funds for the town were examined and verified. 

While engaged in making the audit, I received hearty 
co-operation from all officials, and on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself I wish to express appreciation.

THE TOWN OF WHATELY 


A community meeting was held in connection with the 
Men’s Club at which moving pictures were shown. Reports 
made and plans for 1926 discussed. Assistance was given in 
selling three pure bred bulls. Two were signed up in the 
poultry accounting project. A culling demonstration was 
held. Advice given on control of poultry diseases. <A cul- 
tivated blueberry demonstratoin was started. Advice given 
on the starting of orchards of apples and peaches, and also 
advice on planting and pruning of fruit trees and grapes. 
Assistance was given in securing dust for potatoes. Assisted 
in securing certified potatoes. Tests for lime requirements 
for alfalfa were made and three demontrations started. Ex- 
pert advice was secured on firing tobacco sheds and curing 
tobacco. Advice was given on building a vegetable storage. 


COUNTY AGRICULTURAL WORK 


The work of the agent in the county has included the 
assisting of securing certified seed potatoes, demonstrations 
in spraying potatoes, greening potato seed, demonstrations 
in top-dressing hay on pasture. The use of lime, the grow- 
ing of alfalfa, sweet clover for pasture, use of lime on onions, 
mixing and use of fertilizer and drainage of land by dynamite. 
In fruit he has held demonstrations in pruning, spraying, 
thinning, assisted in designing storage and packing plants 
and arranged packing and grading demonstrations. He has 
supervised twelve demonstrations orchards, held demonstra- 
tions in grafting and budding, also in bridge grafting, has 
established sixty demonstrations in cultivated blueberries and 
assisted in the better marketing of the raspberry crop. He 
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has secured herds for the Cow Test Assn., promoted a better 
gerade A milk and given advice on feeds and’ feeding. He 
selected twenty-four bulls for breeders in the county and 
assisted in pure breed stock sales. He organized the poultry 
account project with sixty-two flocks starting, which in addi- 
tion to simple accounting promotes better management, dis- 
ease conrol, early hatching and better feeding methods, also 
held a number of culling demonstrations. He assisted the 
cooperative organization of the county, the Holstein and Jer- 
sey Breeders Club and the Apple Growers Assn., and worked 
with the communities that won the State Silver Cups for 
Apple Week at Shelburne Falls, and Greenfield. The agent 
made 733 farm visits and had 548 office calls for assistance. 
He held twenty-four demonstrations meetings with 477 pre- 
sent, twenty-three community meetings with an attendance of 
1,712, eight Extension Schools with an attendance of 225 and 
held sixty-one miscellaneous meetings with an attendance of 
3,910.

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Home Demonstration Agent 


Home Demonstration Work has had a most successful 
year in 1926. More real interest has been shown than in any 
previous year. Many of the members have passed along 
the information to several and in this way the work has spread 
throughout the county. Several new communities have asked 
for work and many new members have joined the groups. 

There were thirty-three groups in clothing and millinery 
with 382 members, each group having an average of four 
meetings. These members improved in 784 of their practices 
in clothing, and passed on information to 205 women. Those 
projects included, (1) using the sewing machine, (2) the 
making of the guide pattern, (3) making dresses from this 
pattern, (4) studying the use of color, design for each indiv- 
idual member, and (5) the construction of garments. 

There were six groups in Food Selection with 72 members. 
Each group had four meetings. There were 119 children re- 
presented by 50 of these members. In checking up the re- 
sults, it was found that many of thsee children showed a de- 
cided improvement in health, and several who were under- 
weight had made good gains. 

Six leaders under the direction of the State Nutrition 
Specialist taught three groups in this project, with very good 
results. 497 practices in Nutrition were improved by this 
work. 

Six groups in Refinishing Furniture were carried on with 
57 members, with the result that 140 pieces of furniture were 
refinished. 

The Agent conducted 125 demonstrations with an at- 
tendance of 1,181. There were 37 general meetings with an 
attendance of 1,933, and 8 Extension Schools with 129 attend- 
ance. The agent spent 205 days around the country and 70 
days in the office. 

A community meeting was held when moving pictures 
were shown and reports of the agents given.

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Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Committee: 


It is an honor to submit to you this, my ninth annual 
report, as Superintendent of Schools of the town. Many 
changes have taken place in these nine years. Two new 
school houses have been erected, four teachers have been add- 
ed to the number of teachers, the number of pupils in the 
high school has more than doubled and the expenses of run- 
ning schools has materailly increased. 


CHANGE OF TEAICHERS 


Several changes took place among the teachers of the 
town during the spring and summer. Mr. Cecil Eddy of 
the East Whately school resigned in June and Mr. Le Grand 
Thompson was secured to take his place. Helen Waite of the 
third grade at East Whately resigned and Miss Eleanor Dwy- 
er is doing the work of that grade. At the South School, 
Louise Oliver has taken the place of Louise Callahan. The 
new teachers are very satisfactory and proving themselves 
conscientious and capable. Miss Isabel Bullis took the place 
of her mother as music supervisor and is doing most efficient 
work. Miss Bullis is a highly trained musician ana the 
town is fortunate in securing a local music teacher to do the 
work. 

Mrs. Belle Bullis who retired as music supervisor last 
June has given the town long, conscientious and _ efficient 
service. 

At present, Whately is fortunate in having several ex- 
perienced, able teachers who live in town and are willing to 
remain with schools for several years. There is a loss in 
frequent change of teachers. It takes some time for a new 
teacher to adjust herself to a new school as a consequence 
retarding the work. 
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CHANGE AT CENTER 


The playground about the town hall is very inadequate 
for the children. As the games enjoyed by the small child- 
ren use less ground space than the higher grades, the first 
three grades were put in the town hall and the seventh and 
eighth grades were placed in the brick building. The change 
is working very satisfactorily. 

The grounds around the Grammar building are not large 
enough for a ball field. | More land should be taken to the 
east of the present school grounds to make grounds large 
enough to give the children ample playgrounds. 

There was but one pupil in the eighth grade of South 
Sehool. This pupil was provided with transportation to the 
center. This relieves the number of grades at the South 
and the pupil has the benefit of a two graded instead of an 
eight-graded school. 


REPAIRS 


The school rooms at the Center were improved with new 
paint and paper which makes them clean and much more 
agreeable. Electric lights have been placed in the South 
Building which gives extra light in dark days and makes the 
building usable in the evening. 

A new pump was necessary in the East building. The 
old one was badly worn and not large enough to do the work 
properly. 

The grounds about the East Whately building should be 
leveled so they would be usable for ball and other games 
which require level grounds. There is some demand for a 
telephone in this building. It is somewhat distant from other 
biuldings and in ease of accident to children, fire and emer- 
sency eases a telephone would be of great convenience. 


READING ; 


Reading continues to be the most important study in the 
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course of study in the Whately schools. Unless children ac- 
quire the mechanics of reading, progress in the other studies 
will be much retarded. If a habit to read can be formed 
by school children, they are sure to become intelligent and 
happy citizens. An abundant supply of good reading books 
is being furnished to the children and extra time is being 
devoted to the necessity of the mechanics in reading. I am 
positive that our teachers are attaining good results in teach- 
ing the children to read with care and understanding. The 
town should make it possible to have the library send books to 
all parts of the town to be distributed to the children. The 
children in the East and South Schools would enjoy reading 
books in the town library. Some arrangement would have to 
be made by which books were sent to these parts of the town 
for distribution. | 


ATTENDANCE 


The attendance in the Whately schools is somewhat im- 
proved, but children too frequently stay out for no good rea- 
son. Children between fourteen and sixteen many times stay 
out of schools without a certificate from the superintendent 
which is required by law. 


HEALTH 


The school nurse comes to Whately thirty days during 
the school year, visits the schools, weighs the children and 
parents are notified of the condition of their children. <A 
- elinie for these children was held in June to see if they were 
tubercular. A good number of the children were Schick- 
tested this fall to see if they were immune from diphtheria. 

I am still of the opinion that could a union with some 
of the nearby towns be arranged to hire a school nurse better 
results would be secured.

Dear Sir: 


Music, when scientifically taught, has civie and personal 
values, as well as educational values. Music gives the child 
a splendid means of occupying leisure time in a profitable 
way. Music must be taught to the youth so that the adult 
life may be made richer. Music also provides a proper outlet 
for the emotoins as well as a means for self-expression. 

In the public schools of Whately there is an attempt be- 
ing made to present a working knowledge of technique in 
order that there may be a wider understanding of music. 
Music reading is being specialized upon quite extensively to 
permit a wide experience in song singing. We hope to con- 
tinue the start already made of music appreciation. 

The most pressing problem in the realm of public school 
music today is that of the boys’ changing voice, not only is 
this a problem in this district but is recognized as such in all 
sections of the country. 

The question of books, which is a problem in many dis- 
tricts, has not been one in Whately; books have been supplied 
where they were needed. 

The teachers of Whately have worked with excellent co- 
operation in order that music may be for all children and so 
have civic, personal and educational values.

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REPORT OF 


School Nurse 


Mr. Andrew Thomson, Superintendent of Schools, 
South Deerfield, Mass. : 
My dear Mr. Thomson: 


A few weeks ago, in the far-away South, a beautiful girl 
was teaching school. She was happy because she had finished 


‘school after a struggle with poverty, and was able to support 


herself and her mother. Her mother in that northern city was 
lonesome without her but glad that she had such a fine posi- 
tion. Suddenly she was stricken with diphtheria. Within 
two days she was dead. One hundred' and seventy-two Whate- 
ly children are now protected from such a fate. The toxin- 
antitoxin treatments given them by the school physician have 
assured them of safety from diphtheria. 

Another preventive measure has become a part of school 
life. When the school nursing service began only one-fourth 
of the children were protected from small pox. Now every 
child is protected when he enters school. 

More time has been devoted to health talks to the child- 
ren this year. 

At the chest clinic which is financed by the Christmas 
Health Seals, twenty-six underweight children were examined 
by experts from the Westfield State Sanatorium. 

Dental inspection of nearly two-hundred school children 
was made by a registered dentist. It was a great disappoint- 
ment to school physician, dentist and nurse when so few 
parents decided to take advantage of the opportunity which 
a dental clinic in the schools would give their children, that 
the clinic had to be given up. 
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The usual routine procedures of weighing and measuring 
the children, assisting the school physician with the physical 
examinations and inspection of buildings were carried on. 


My appreciation and thanks are given to the Superinten- 
dent, School Committee and teachers for their cooperation in 
the health work.
